On the 3rd March, 1979, an information was received by 
Shn Ahanthem Nilmani Smgh, the then Inspector of Police 
that a gang of unknown youths armed with pistols and gre¬ 
nades had snatched away more than Rs„ 1 lakh from the 
Office of Inspector of Schools (Imphat) Shri Nilmani along- 
with one Sub-Inspector and 3 Constables immediately rushed 
to the place of occurrence The office of the 
Department was located m an isolated place connected by 
different routes No one was able to give exact descrip- 
hon of the extremists or tbe fire-arms they possessed. Also, 
no definite information about the esc ape-routes Was forth¬ 
coming Shri A Nilmani Singh divided the police party 
mto 2 groujrs and stalled combing tbe area Eventually, 
Shu Nilmani Smgh saw two youths near the shop of one 
Yumnaro Mukhu alias Niladhaia Shri Nilmani Smgh and 
Shn fmo Singh walked towards the youths to check them. 
One of the extremists immediately shouted not to use Ms 
weapon if Shn Nilmant cared for his life and hurled a gre¬ 
nade at him The grenade did not hit him and passed bo- 
tween both of bis legs Shri Nilmani Singh and Shn Into 
Smgh charged vigorously aiid chased the criminals They 
also fired 5 rounds and 3 rounds, respectively, unfortu¬ 
nately, none of the bullets hit the criminate Meanwhile, the 
other police patty also Joined them and a systematic search

On the afternoon of the 16th March, 1983, a few jawans 
of CISF Unit, Farakka Barrage Proect, Farakka. while mar¬ 
keting at Khejuriaghat, PS Kaliachak, District, Maldn. were 
attacked and assaulted by an unruly mob of anti-social ele¬ 
ments without any provocation whatsoever. 

This information was brought to the notice of Inspector 
Sheo Shankar Pandey wh» immediately rushed to the scene 
of occurrence with a view to rescue the jawans from the vio¬ 
lent mob, pacifying the mob and to prevent further deterio¬ 
ration of the situation lie faced the mob with absolute calm 
and with a spirit of reconciliation He was able to rescue 
most of the jawans but then suddenly lie was assaulted bv a 
section of the mob and mercilessly beaten with iron rods, 
lathis and bashed up his head with heavy measuring weights.

pistol with his hand ready to fire at the. police party. Shri 
Lalruata on hearing the metallic sound from the adjoining 
loom rushed into the room fojlowocl by Shri ' Prabha- 
karan. Before the extremist could pull the trigger of hh 
M.20 pistol, Shri Lalruata physically launched himself on 
the extremist and Shri Prabfaakana who Was right behind 
Shri Lalruata, removed the pistol from the hand of the extre¬ 
mist while the Constable pointed his revolver at the head of 
the extremist. The extremist was arrested along with bis 
fully-loaded M.20 p.istol

On the morning of the 20th April, 1983, an information 
was received that armed PL A extremists led by Khaidem 
Manikanta Singh were loitering in and nronnd Lilong Bazar 
area with a motive of committing heinous crime. Nk, Fazur 
Rehman was detailed to verify the information so that police 
action! could yield good result. He proceeded Iowa ids Lilong 
Bazar, located at a distance of about 10 lems. towards south 
along the Indo-Burma road. While he was standing in front 
of the hotel run by Mohd. Srejnman of Lilong Bazar, three 
extremists armed with 9 mm pistol and hand grenades at¬ 
tacked him. One of the extremists fired one round front 
close range-as a result of which he received bullet-injury on 
his abdomen 

2. In spite of the bullet-mjuiy he received, he chased the 
extremists who got flabbergasted at the unexpected and 
exceptional courage of Nk /Fazur Rehman and ran for their 
lives. He succeeded in catching hold of one of the extremists 
with one 9 mm pistol and squirmed the hand of the extre¬ 
mist to snatch the 9 mm pistol which fell down from the 
hand of the extremist. However, he pushed the extremist 
down on the floor on the eastern edge of the TndivTtnrma 
Road and hit him with one stone repeatedly 

3. In the meantime, the villagers gathered there Imme¬ 
diately. one of the extremists had lobbed two hand grenades 
towards the gathering near spot. One exploded in the nallah 
iust near the spot where the scuffle took place and the other 
hand grenade was lying unexploded just near the spot. On 
hearing the explosion the villagers ran helter and skelter. 
In the melee, one of the extremists picked up the pistol and 
the other picked up the unexplodcd grenades and managed 
to escape. Thereafter, the villagers attacked the extremists 
with dao. spear, etc. as a result of which one of the extre¬ 
mists aho received multiple injuries. Both the injured, Nk/ 
Fazur Rehman and the extremist, were immediately rushed 
to the bospi’al but both of them succumbed to their injuries 
on way to the hospital. 

4. Nk/Mohamcd Fazur Jtehman, thus exhibited conspicu¬ 
ous gallantry, courage, devotion to duty In apprehending the 
criminals and lost his life.
